for 30,000 troops. Uoupled wilh this is tho 
continned fruitless character of ihu Confer- 
ence, which meets apparently only to dii- 
pule, and disputes only to adjourn. Another 
meeting of this diplomatic body hod been 
appointed for (he I5lh of May ; but ono of 
the usual hitches inlerrened, and the aaacm- 
bling was still fudber postponed to tho 8lh 
ol June. It is stated that England is deter- 
mined to adhere to her proposition laid 
down, that the line of deniarkalion BhoulJ 
be drawn at the Daniicwerko. It is very 
erident, howovor, this will not ho accepted 
hj the Germaria, who ore still busily en- 
gaged in making the unfortunate Dunes 
north of this line, as miserable as any un- 
scrnpnlous conqueror can well accomplish. 
Added toother outrages, exactions of the 
moat barbarous character h.ivo been enforced 
by tho Prussian commander, and only modi- 
fied reaently, by tho indignant tones of the 
rest of Europe. In the meantime Earl 
Russell has become the butt in the House of 
Lords for eveiv liberty-lorlng Peer to launch 
his sarcasm and his political scorn. He is 
the target for Iho indignation of the press, 
and has becomo the most unpopular publio 
man that tlje English Cabinet has contained 
for many yearsi. Lord Palmerston'a gout 
acta as a defence tor that statesman, tending, 
as it does, to mollify the bitterness of publio 
opinion. But it is evident that tho Danish 
affairs are rapidly bringing obout a political 
orisis that will leavo thrso aged politicians 
"high and dry" on tho sandy beach n( court 
InSuenoe. Palmeraton sympathises with tbs 
Danes aa ho did with the Poles, and denoun- 
ce the Germans with as mnch vehemence 
in the one case as he did the Russians in the 
ether, but here his sympathy ends. Tliere is a 
kind ol disreputable hypocrisy in all this 
that is mortifying to the pride of every hon- 
est Eoglisbmao. It is the Aminadab Sleuk- 
ism introduced into national policy. So long 
as it costs nothing but words, Messrs. Pal 
merstoo, Rs^sel, & Co. are brave even to 
temerity, and pathetic even to tears ; but 
when action is demanded of them they turn 
with a truly Aminadab whine and regret 
that '' it's not in tbeir line." The effect of 
this dastanily course will be to place Eog" 
land io a dangerous as well as humiliating 
position, la the event of tho failure of the 
Cooferenea — an occurrence which we (irmly 
beliove has already taken place — Denmark 
proposes to learo her pseuJo-friends and de- 
pend on the justice of her enemies — to oiler 
herself, fleet and all, as a member of the 
German federation. The equally desperate 
proposition of accepting a Rassian protecto- 
rate is spoken of at Copenhagen. On the 
sthtir hand tho demands ut the Germans arc 
consistent with their long^rcstrainvd nmhi- 
tion. Tiiey want, or at least Prussia does, a 
naval greatness. Four propositions, accord- 
ing to the Loiidoa press, having this tenden- 
cy, are to be insisted on. " I — Complete 
indemnification for the eiponseg of the war 
and for the captured vc33olii. 2 — Total sepi- 
ra'ion from the Duchies, which must have an 
independent Government and be incorpora- 
ted in tha Qerman Cnnfederalion. 3 — Kiel, 
Rendsburg, and Alsen to be Federal forts 
and fortresses. 4 — Tho ruler over the Du- 
chies to be under the special protection of a 
German power ( Prussia)." No wonder that, 
under all the above circuinstciiicee, the Kiig- 
lish people are indignant at the cunduct of 
the Cabinet, and the English press with 
scarcely an exception, becoming furious at 
the disgracelul temporising. The House of 
Commons, in response to this feeling, must 
do something, and as cheering is an easy 
way io bofrieiid Denmark, the members 
indulge in the task lustily, when any 
occurrence takes place or any semi- 
meat is uttered that favors the Danish 
cause. It is, we most coafoss, rather 
a childish way to counteract the insidious 
policy of the Ministry ; but such as it is, it 
must in the absenco of anything better, be 
acceptable, more especially as it has undoubt- 
edly, in giving the evidence of a Birong 
Danish feeling in lbo;Hou8o, forced the Cubi- 
net into the warlike order alluded to above. 

Probably the most exciting topic which 
has lately engrossed Europe is the csinpaign 
of Qonoral CIrant. Tho Loiuloii pre-)a teems, 
dny after day, with articles uijon the subjent. 
'I'he battles of tho Wilderness ara commented 
upon with generally an impartial spirit. 
Grsnt is allowed to be, by every critic, 
the greatest g encral the Korth has yet 
produced, and tho armies of both Xorth 
and South aro ileservedly praised fur their 
remarkable endurance. .Spoaking of iho 
Sve days' battles, tho Landon Tmus ro- 
marka : " It would not bu impusslblc to 
match the results of any one day's battle with 
stories from the wars of the Old World, but 
never we should ihink, in the hi.story of mon, 
were Bvo such battles as those compressed 
into six successive days. Neither aimy 
numbered apparently abovo one hundred 
thousand mon, and of these every man seems 
to have been engaged in every battle." Who, 
on reading the famous article in tho limes 
after the battle of Bull Run. would havo over 
expected to Ciu! such au ncknovvludguuient 
as this in tha short space of three years. 
The Times, however, is not willing to eim- 
oeile much lo Grant over Lee, and although 
giving the former credit for a determined 
and bull dog tenacity, questions the results of 
bis victories. In alluding to Grant's posiiior, 
after the above balilcs, I hi; Loinlon paper 
■ays " Ho will perhaps renew his attack upon 
Lee, bat if he ever reaches Richmond witti an 
effeelivo army he will have achieved 
a miracle of military suceetis." Tho Kew 
York World makes merry over this quasi- 
preiliction ol iho Times, ami pays " As (Jen* 
oral Grant lias accoiiiplislied that feat, per- 
haps tha Times can think ol some other 
military miraoia for him to paifarm." The 
London Telegraph nlao bears tribute to the 
dogged detotininution of tho \orthern Gon- 
oral. " Xever" it says ''•havo soldiers be- 
haved more gullaiitly tlinn ihcso last levies of 
the North. Of slugijiHlinoaM, half-hearted- 
am*, iudeoition, their lander wqi intoleraol ) 



Military prowess has been generally pre- 
sumed to be under the monopoly of the absolute 
monarchy. The limited kingly sway might 
be awarded a share of the glory occasionally; 
but below this ^military greatness could not 
possibly descend. Even in England there is 
still a superstition that nothing but on ntiti- 
tocracy can successfully carry nrinioa iiilo 
the field. The battles of the Wilderness are, 
however, opeoing tho European mind. Aus- 
terlitz and Waterloo, are no mora incompa- 
rable. Solfcrino and Magenta have ceased 
to become military wonders. Grant with his 
motley legions of Yankee, Irish, African and 
German, and Lee with iliat race of South., 
rons who have been etiginatised as wanting 
la physique, even more than the degcneralo 
Yankoe, have added new and perhaps greater 
naiuas to the illustrious catalogue of hard- 
fougbl fiohls.

The Finding of the Murdered Men— The 
State of theli Bodies.

Editor BRmso Oolohist,— Sia,— H..M.S. 
Satlej being about to leave immediately lor 
Victoria, I seize the opportunity to send you 
n few additional particulars about the un- 
happy men who were so cruelly murdered 
by the Indians on the Baotinolc Arm Trail. 
The bodies of the three men, McDonald. 
MoDougoll and Higgins, ware found by 
the volunieara who accompanied Fis 
lixcellency Governor Seymour, at the 
scene of tho massacre, about 10 miles tie- 
yond Nancoollon l ake. They were fright- 
fully mnlilaled and disfigured by their blood- 
tlilrsty murderers, and also by tho wolve.«, 
who had been battening on ihoir untniried 
corpses. The body of Ale.v. McDmuild was 
I'iercoil with balls and a large liiiifu liad 
been driven coniplcluly through his head. 
His faoo and breast sveio also very nuioh dis- 
figureJ by tho wolves, and his e-lolliea torn 
by those ravenous animuU. 'I'lui enrpses of 
Peter McOougall luul ClilTiird llig;^ins we:o 
lound in the very spot whore iliey were last, 
seen by Chas. Farquliarson, one of iliu snr- 
vivors. McDougall's body was riddled with 
balls, one passing through both thighs and 
0110 through thd shoulder ; both of the bodies 
were also torn and mutilated by tho wolve.-*, 

Una ol iho murderers has been taken 
prisoner by Mr. Moss and others, and when 
brought before Farquliareou he was at ones 
identified as one of the villains who ntiaclted 
the packers near Nancootlon Lake. Ho was 
placed on board the Suilcj for safe keeping 
and will ba sent down to Victoria. The 
flagship also conveys to your city Mrs. Ham- 
ilton, son, and daughter, who bad so narrow 
an escape from the murdering savages. Mr. 
Hamilton eagerly embraced the opportunity 
of soniling his wife and ohildrci) from thi» 
isolated part of the globe to a place of safety. 
11b requests me to express through your 
paper his sincere gratitude to Admiral 
Ivingcoino foi the kindness shown to bis 
family in enabling them to escape (mm their 
desolate home. As lor myself 1 intend to 
remain heie and take the fortune which 
Heaven may send me ; 1 cannot leavo my 
properly on which I have expended so much 
hard labor without seeing what will become 
of it. 

1 had a visit from Admiral Kingeomo at 
New Aberdeon, and bo exprossod himself 
higlily pleased with the appearance of every- 
Ihinj!, admiring tho cropn. and the magnifi- 
cent scenery along the bank* of the stream.

The foreign vessels of war in CalUo 
buy at present are the U. S. ship l.ancister, 
Capt. Innman, bearing the flag of Hear Ad- 
miral Bell; U. S. ship St. Marys, Capt. .\lid- 
dloton ; H. M. ship Leandcr, Commodore 
Harvey.

Aehlay Kden. an able doclrinaire civilian, 
lately Secretary 10 iho Local Gotrornmenl, 
was sent to arrange niallers, and after a 
journey across hills 13,000 fef.l tiigh, an i 
nearly losing his lilo in the snow, reached 
Poornoklia, tho capital, ou or about flth 
March. IJero the ruler Hung him into pri- 
son, and corrpalled him to sign a treaty 
coding liritisli Assam I At least so tho 
telegram says, and thoi;gh .\Ir. Kden is not 
the sort of man to be compellod to sign nny- 
Ibing, still the story is not one a gohdniiuchr- 
would invent. Sir John Lawrence has no 
option now but to march troops into Hhootan, 
— and a pleasant business il will bo ! It is 
May, ho must send Kuropeans soma sevsii 
hundred miles through ihe Delta, than over 
a oaturaJ null 13,000 fact, and then neither 
be nor anyone «lse knows where. Stilt be 
must do it. 

All the telegraphic accounfj from Rome 
speak of the Pope's fiealth as rapidly failing, 
and ho has fainted of late when engaged in 
ceremonial offices.

The corrcspoadent of tbo 1 tmet in Den- 
mark, a man not likely to ba prepossessed i.i 
favor of Austria, bears testimony to the ex- 
cellent behaviour oi tbe Austrian troops. 
Uenersl Oablenz icfused to allow the statue 
of Ihe Tappre I.md Soldat, near Fredericia, 
to be destroyed, and the Austrians, il appears, 
pay for all ilioy lake. The Danes feel the 
(lillerence keenly, and express 110 hatred 
against the Auttrians.

It is curious that oven in 
England the conduct ot the Austrians hardly 
excites so much feeling as that of .I'rus-ia. 
One expects n llapsbnri; to act violently, to 
appl^ Iho laws of war harshly, and to claim 
doininiona by conquest, but Ihe I'rus-iuns 
wero supposed to be becoming civilized.

IJe has lakuii Iwovniy strong palii, I'ibopii.o 
ami Paterangi, sinee the hist intelli:;cnco, and 
has liid iio»erul onijago meiils, in wliieli Sir 
Hunry Havelock has dislingnishad himself. 
Tlio lJi.ihnp of New Zealand has, it U said, 
loft Goiieral Cameron's cain|) in di^guil, be- 
cnuiio tlio Cenaral will not iiormil him to go 
to and fro holween hinCHuli and Ihe enemy, 
trying t<i get up a [leaco before the Maories 
liavo i)cen l/ro;ight to an unconditional sub- 
miR.Hioii.
